Gavin School 
Hosts Summer 
Speech Clinic 

A special clinic for chil- 
dren with speech disabilities 
or problems will be held 
again this summer at the 
Gavin School, as well as in 
Waukogan, sponsored by the 
Lake County Easter Seal So- 
ciety. "This is the second 
consecutive year that this 
program has been made-avail- 
able to county children," ac- 
cording to Pearl Alexander, 
director of the Kastcr. Seal 
Treatment Program in Lake 
County. 

Mrs. Alexander cited the 
suc.cc.ss of the 1003 summer 
clinic held in Waukegan and 
the large number of children 
who received the benefits 
from lids program, plus the 
demonstrated need that has 
been shown for such a clinic, 
as reasons for its continu- 
ance. 

The program, under the 
direction of fully qualified 
speech therapists, will pro- 
vide intensive therapy over 
a six week period for chil- 
dren! with communication 
problems associated with 
speech or hearing. 

The Gavin School was se- 
lected because of its central 
location. 

Information concerning the 
program is available at the 
Lake County Easter Seal 
Treatment Center in Wauke- 
gan. 



Locally-Known Man 
Hurt In Viel Nam 

The war in Vict Nam, a 
far-away place of incompre- 
hensible violence to most of 
us; touched Autioch last 
week through a letter to 
Mrs. Elfhcr Hunter from her 
daughter, June Hunter Clark. 

Mrs. Clark's husband Errol 
is stationed in Vict Nam. She 
wrote to her mother that she 
had received a letter from 
Errol dated April 27, telling 
her that lie was in Saigon 
hospital. He and six other 
men, all officers, were sitting 
in an eating place in Bach 
Gia when a Viel Cong threw 
a hand grenade in their 
midst. Three of them were 
hurt. ' 

Mrs. Clark's husband had 
a small piece of shrapnel in 
his lower leg, upper arm and 
some in the left side of his 
face and head. The worst 
effect, he said, was a rup- 
tured left eardrum. His oth- 
er ear, he said, was also af- 
fected.

The two deaths Friday night 
brought the number of fatali- 
ties for the year 'in Lake 
county to 33.

The Board of Education of 
Channel Lake "School, with 
the school district out of 
funds, set the machinery in 
motion to issue tax anticipa- 
tion warrants at its meeting 
Tuesday night, May 5, 

On the advice of Attorney 
Ted Larson, the board voted 
to Issue 925,000.00 worth of 
tax anticipation warrants, 
The school has no money to 
pay teachers' salaries or oth- 
er bills until the tax antici- 
pation money .is deposited to 
their- account. 

The warrants will cost the 
school 3% interest. Attor- 
ney . Larson recommended 
that the board issue enough 
warrants to meet expenses 
for some time, The low rate 
of interest, he explained, 
plus-the-red-tape-involvcd,- 
makes It a highly unprofit- 
able transaction for a batik, 
and costs extra time and 
money when small, frequent 
amounts must be handled, 

Tho meeting of the board 
was the first regular meeting 
since Saturday's dofcat of tho 
referendum asking .for a 20c 
IncreaSe-'hil'lIul-'teducrtttohat 
tax. The' referendum /'was 
soundly defeated by a vote of 
137-64. 

The board agreed not to 
attempt to run the referen- 
dum again. "We've done all 
wo can," Elmer Ebcrman, 
president of the board, said. 
"It just seems that people 
don't want to pay their 
freight as they go along. So 



we'll go into debt, and hope 
that some kind of a break 
will conic.'- =-;ig ^ ^ , ; 

The Office of County Su- 
perintendent W. C. Petty, Mr. 
Ebormah mild, has recom- 
mended consolidation with 
Antloch school district, Em- 
mons, or Grass Lake. Such a 
move, of course, would in- 
volve tho consent of the dis- 
trict with which the school 
consolidated, hi the event 
of unuoxatlon to the Autioch 
School -district, Channel Lake 
residents would then pay the 
same school tax as the total 
consolidated district.

Lake County Sales . 
Of Savings Bonds 

Lake County residents pur- 
chased a total of $330,468 in 
scries E and II United States 
savings bonds in March, ac- 
cording to Philip L. Spcidel, 
Lake Forest, III., general 
county chairman of the*, sav- 
ings bonds committee. { 

Sales In the state of Illinois 
were $29,020,077, according 
to Arnold J. Ration, State Di- 
rector of the Treasury's Sav- 
ings Bond Division. This is 
5.!K'r below sales for March 
of 1003. 

During the first three 
months of this year 27.0% of 
(he state's quota of $355,500,- 
000 has been reached, and 
Illinois purchases in March 
represented 7.2% of the na- 
tional total which was $400,- 
(100.000 in the month. The 
cash value of scries E ami 11 
bonds outstanding reached a 
total of $47,447,000,000, gain- 
ing $02,000,000 during the 
month. 



A '-proposal : by Antloch 
merchants to establish off- 
street pat king in 'the rear of 
stores on the cast side of 
Main St., and the question of 
Antioch's zoning ordinance, 
were two of the matters 
claiming the attention of the 
village board at Its May 5 
meeting. ■ '.'. ,, _ . . 

Joe Patrovsky, represent- 
ing a large number of Antl- 
och merchants, presented a 
petition bearing about 170 
signatures, asking the Village 
Doard to construct a second- 
ary street and a parking lot 
on the property lying behind 
the stores on the east side of 
Main St. Mr. Patrovsky point- 
ed out the difficulty of mak- 
ing deliveries to these stores 
at this time, and the benefits 
of a secondary street in re- 
lieving Main St. congestion 
and in convenience to (he 
public. The extra parking 
space, h e pointed out, is bad- 
ly ncetteiriiblv~amrwlirbe- 
comc nfore necessary as time 
goes by, Mr. Patrovsky 
asked that the board consider 
the matter as urgent, and try 
to take some positive action 
on the request before the* 
next meeting. 

..Mayor Cunningham point- 
ed out that this* project had 
been considered several 
times, but never carried 
through. He named a com- 
mittee, of Ehiar Petersen, 
chairman. Roger Williams, 
Ray Toft and himself to meet 
with the committee promot- 
ing the off-street parking. 

Robert Taylor, a member 
of the merchants' group 
working on the parking lot 
proposition, pointed out that 
(he committee has obtained 
the consent of most of the 
property owners to a right- 
of-way for the road, and has 
surveyor's reports and a plan 
laid out. He told the village 
board that the one small 
piece of property blocking 
the road for which a consent 
has not been obtained, owned 
by an out-of-town man, a Mr. 
Ferrar. could no doubt be ob- 
tained if the Mayor and a 
committee member were to 
go talk lo him. 

The matter of Antioch's 
/oning ordinance came up 
when a petition was submit- 
ted for the annexation of the 
property of Margaret Lubke- 
inan into the village, with the 
south 2611 feet of the property 



zoned 'R-l (residential) and 
the; north remainder zoned 
M-l (flight manufacturing). - . 

Ernest Glenn pointed out 
(hut as the village had no 
zoning ordinance, the annex- 
ation must be made with the 
property zoned residential': 
Attorney Jacobs declared It 
was Ids opinion that the zon- 
ing ordinance which, was pre- 
sented to the people about 
two years ago was in force. 
"You hired a .man to draw 
up a zoning ordinance," Mr. 
Jacobs said. "You paid him, 
and presented the plan at a 
public hearing. In my opin- 
ion, you have a zoning ordin- 
ance) .and have been operat- 
ing under it." 

The board approved a peti- 
tion for annexation' of the 
Lubkcman property. 

The Antloch High School 
students who were elected to 
take the place of village of- 
ficials for student govern-' 
montr^day— were— present— at- 
the hoard meeting and thank- 
ed the Mayor and village offi- 
cials for the opportunity to 
get a first-hand view of how 
the village is. run. Le Nel- 
son (Clerk) said she- felt sire 
had learned a lot and enjoyed 
it, Clarence Shultis has said 
earlier that she took part in 
the regular office routine, ac 
cepting payments on water 
bills, etc., throughout the 
day.

He was speak- 
ing for himself and the stu- 
dent Sunt, of Public Works, 
he said, in protesting .the 
overtime parking tickets they 
received in the two-hour 
parking lot, as they were on 
village business.

Certainly- 
the chiklreirtlirown out of their normal environ- 
ment into schools unprepared for them, and/ithe 
children customarily attending the public schools, 
will suffer. And they must lose much of their faith 
in the ability of their elders to settle their, differ- 
ences sensibly. 

Increasingly, adults, refuse to approve in- 
creased appropriations for school, expenses. Is it 
because they, think school taxes are too high? -Not 
usually. They're overburdened with high income 
taxes, sales taxes and the hidden. taxes they pay 
on every article they buy. /Their vote against the 
raise in school taxes is usually a protest against 
allthe taxes they must pay. It's easier to vote 
"No" to an increased school tax than it is to wade 




through.thc spending recordsofllieir government 
representatives at voting time, writing letters of 
protest to Congressmen when money is wasted,, or 
letters of appreciation when a government offi- 
cial makes an economy move.

Open Gas Cans— 
A Summer Hazard 

The Chicago Motor Club 
has issued a warning to mo- 
torists against carrying gas- 
oline in improper rcceptnelcs 
or keeping them in a closed 
car or trunk compartment. 

It Was pointed; out by the 
motor club that more ami 
more motorists have been 
buying n gallon or two of 
gasoline for use In power 
lawn mowers or outboard mo- 
tors. 

In many cases, the gaso- 
line Is poured Into buckets, 
jars, bottles, or- uncapped tin 
cans which permit dangerous 
fumes to escape. This is par- 
ticularly dangerous in spring 
and summer when hot wea- 
ther increases the risk of ex- 
plosion or fire. 

Gasoline should be carried 
in a metal container that can 
be properly capped, accord- 
ing to the club. Even then, 
It Is wise to have a window 
open, refrain from smoking, 
and not leave the car parked

TEETHING DISCOMFORT

New mothers In asking 
questions about baby's teeth 
often express concern about 
teething discomfort. They 
have heard thai, babies be- 
come irritable and lose appe- 
tite because of painful. swol- 
len gums and they want to 
know what they could do, 
Here are some of their cpies- 
t Inns'. 

(i; When will baby cul his 
first tooth? Is drooling a 
sign? 

A. At four to eight months. 
Drooling Is not a sign ' of 
teething. 

Q. How long will it take 
baby to cut all his, tooth? 

A. New teeth appear al 
intervals until about the age 
of two when all 20 "baby 
teeth" should be through. 
The two lower central Incis- 
ors usually arc the first teetii 
to appear at four to eight 
months. The four upper In-

(}. "Will toothing make 
my baby ill and "cause fever? 
A. No, but It may make 
baby cranky and fretful and 
Interfere 'Avllh sleep nnd per- 
haps even' appetite. Illness 
during, toothing Is due to 
other reasons. Fever during 
teething usually 'Is due.td lack 
of .fluids as a cranky and 
fussy 'baby doesn't drink 
enough liquids, . 

Q. Will toothing cause 
diarrhea? 

A, No. If.H occurs, It's a 
coincidence. 

Q. What about lancing 
the gums if the teeth are' 
slow to come through? ■ 
. A. Only if your doctor 
decides it's absolutely neces- 
sary. Baby's teeth should 
and they can and will come 
through by thomsetyes. 

Q. What else should I do 
if my baby Is irritable? \ 

A. Make sure he drinks 
enough fluids including milk, 
Wflier and' juices. If hik'ap- 
pctitic is off, offer foods baby 
likes. Give him a dried crust 
of bread to chew on, chang- 
ing it when it becomes soggy: 
You may try a toothing ring. 
Some babies prefer to chew 
on a clean clot it or blanket. 
Q. , Should I use aspirin, 
paregoric or other drugs? 

A. Check with your doctor 
first. It isn't wise to use 
drugs without medical super- 
vision. Many pediatricians 
recommend a teething lotion 
that Is free of strong drugs 
and which is readily available 
without prescription. 
Q. If my doctor suggests a 
teething loiiou, when should 



I use It? 

A, When he suggests 'that 
you do, usually when baby is 
exceedingly , upset ' and cran- 
ky. Apply' tlie lotion with a 
clean cloth wrapped around 
your finger, gently massag- 
ing baby's gums, 

Q. - Will teething always 
bother my baby? • 

A, Some. babies never let 
on that' they're teething and 
some fret aiid fuss with every 
tooth that cuts through. Dis- 
coinfoi I, however, more often 
occurs when baby cuts' the 
/first incisors, the first molars 
and the canine or eye teeth.

Can't Limit BoaJL 
H. P., Says Judge 



• Ronting won a test case of 
national significance April 17 
(is a Uoeluc County (Wis.) 
Court declared jnjeonsUlU; 
tlonal a town of llurlington 
ordinance prohibiting use of 
iridlors of more than 50 
■horsepower on boats, accord- 
ing to the Outboard flouting 
Club of America. 
- The suit was filed liy Carl 
J. Leiske. a lake resident and 
owner *>r a boat with a 75- 
liorsepower molor. Because 
of the iar-reaelung inipliea- 
tions'tjl' the. ease, OHC am\ 
other oruaui/alions and indi- 
viduals t-jimc to the plaintiff'.; 
support with, a group of ex- 
pert witnesses. 
- In making the precedent- 
setting decision. C o 11 u t y 
Judge Thomas P. Corbett 
said (he ordinance was not a 
local regulation of the type 
permitted by the Wisconsin 
Heating Act of mnj). but 
rather "It is a regulation of 
state-wide concern and ad- 
versely uiTecis all people of 
the state." -■ 

"It is an attempt under 
the gtflse of a local. regulation 
authorized under stale stat- 
ute to prevent persons from 
using navigable waters of the 
state: and to deny all persons 
who would attempt to oper- 
ate a molorboat having a 
motor of more than 50 horse- 
power on the waterways of 
the town of Burlington'" the 
same riuhts they have in and 
to any mher public or navig- 
able wati!i\" Judge Corheit 
asserted. 

Judge Corbett also noted 
that if i lie state boating act 
souuiil to authorize local 
horsepower limits, ftie au- 
thorize local horsepower lim- 
its, the authorization would 
violate the state constitution 
— based on a provision of the 
Northwest Ordinance of 1707 
— which provides that navig- 
able waters are public waters 
which should be free for the 
commerce, travel and recrea- 
tion of all the citizens. 

The judge also pointed out 
that the ordinance is uncon- 
stitutional because it enacted 
a classification which did not 
bear a fair and reasonable 
relation to the object in re- 
spect to which il is proposed 
(i.e.,' as a method of controll- 
ing speed). 

Judge Corbett cited the tes- 
timony of three expert wit- 
nesses provided by OBC: 
Donald I. Heed, OBC man- 
ager of Engineering. Grant 
T h o m p s o it, prx'-sident of 
Cruisers, Inc.. and Joseph V. 
Day, National Instruction of- 
ficer of the U. S. Coast Guard 
Auxiliary. Their testimony, 
Judge Corbett said, estab- 
lished that the speed or a 
boat depended upon: "The 
weight, length, beam and' 
shape of the hull, together 
with the power of the en- 
gine." 

The arbitrariness and ca- 
priciousness of the ordinance 
is best brought out in that 
It has the effect of prohibit- 
ing the use of a family boat 
17 feet'm length, with a «'£- 
foot beam, powered by a 17- 
horse engine capable of driv- 
ing the bout to a maximum 
speed of 33 miles an hour, 
while it would permit a 



hydroplane to be used, with 
a 10-horse power engine capa- 
ble of driving said, boat 45 
miles pet; hour," the Jurist 
said. , 

In hailing the decision, 
BC termed it a "double bar- 
reled victory,' ■ in that it pro- 
vides a powerful deterrent. to 
the regulation of horsepower 
by any local or state agency, 
and it .will stimulate the cur- 
rent campaign In Wisconsin 
for enactment of a law giving 
a state agency the power to 
enact boating regulations, 
lake by lake, throughout the 
siale. subject only to the veto 
of the local municipality. 
Michigan has had such a law 
since. 1002, 

T h. c Burlington Town 
Board will meet to determine 
whether they will appeal to 
I he slate supreme court.

EXPECTANT MOTHERS: 
BEWARE OP GERMAN 
MEASLES 

W a* r n 1 n g, to expectant 
mothers: if you have NOT 
had German* measles, alert 
your physician to, this fact 
immediately. The health 
and well-being of your un- 
born infant may depend on it. 
Although a relatively mild 
childhood disease, German 
measles — also culled rubella 
— e a n produce terrifying 
birth defects in infants born 
to mothers who contract the 
disease during *tiic first three 
months of pregnancy. 

These defects include cata- 
racts, heart disease, deafness 
and — worst of all — mental re- 
tardation. In some cases, the 
mother may lose her baby. 

So 'dangerous is this threat 
that many authorities suggest 
exposing young girls to Ger- 
man measles so that they 
achieve immunity to it be- 
fore reaching the reproduc- 
tive ago. 

Its principal- symptoms — 
rash, fever, runny nose and 
swelling of the glands at the 
sides of (lie neck — are simi- 
lar lo tho.se of measles, but 
less severe. The rash rarely 
itches and' lasts only three 
days. Prior to onset of symp- 
toms,*- there is an incubation 
period of 14 to 21 days. 

Unlike measles, which is 
the deadliest infectious killer 
of all childhood diseases, 
German measles in 'children 
is associated with a low fa- 
tality rate and virtually no 
serious complications. It is 
only in tiie unborn infants of 
mothers infected early in 
their pregnancy that German 
measles becomes a deadly. 
dangerous disease. 

Fortunately, .medical sci- 
ence lias an. effective weapon 
with which to protect unborn 
infants front Hie ravages of 
rubella. Its name: gamma 
globulin. 

This substance — obtained 
from the blood plasma of per- 
sons who have recovered 
from German measles — con- 



tains antibodies which tern 
porarity immunize the moth 
or and thereby protect the in 
fant. To be effective, how 
ever, it must be administered 
to ihe mother Immediately 
after exposure to German 
measles. Once the incuba- 
tion period has started, it is 
loo late for the gamma glob- 
ulin to afford adequate pro- 
tection. 

Epidemics of German 
measles may occur every few 
years during the spring 
mouths. This spring Illinois 
experienced an 110% increase 
in German measles over the 
sa'ine period last year. In 
Chicago (lie increase was 
more than 500%. When such 
epidemics occur, or when di- 
rect exposure is suspected, 
waste lo lime in seeing their 
physician* 

Recent isolation- of the ru- 
bella virus inarks tlte first 
step toward developing a spe- 
cific vaccine which will im- 
part long-range immunity 
against litis disease. Until 
the promise of this new vac- 
cine is realized, however, ex- 
pectant mothers should not 
gamble witli German meas- 
les. The stakes are her baby's 
heal i It — and the odds are 
against iter.
